preface 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  oud  Guitlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  Report  on  the  hoaltlri  of  the  District  during 
1972.  Included  in  the  Report  is  the  Report  of  your  Public  health 
Inspector. 


Statistics. 

There  is  very  little  change  since  last  year.  Births  at  88  again 
exceeded  deatiis  at  8I,  The  standardised  Birth  Rato  at  I6.O  per  thousand 
population  is  well  above  the  National  Average  of  14.8  and  the  Standardised 
Death  Rate  at  8.8  is  below  the  National  Average  of  12,1  per  thousand 
popiolation.  There  were  no  infant  deaths.  The  causes  of  Death  resnained 
much  the  same  as  in  former  years  with  dise-ascs  of  the  heart  and  circulation 
p r cxiomina  ti  n g . 


Notifiable  Diseases. 

Very  few  were  officially  reported.  The  fortnightly  visits  of  the 
Mass  Xr-ray  Service  were  well  patronised  as  can  be  seen  from  tlie  figures 
published  later  on  in  the  Report. 


A numJber  of  suspected  cases  of  food  poisoning  wore  invcstiga.ted,  cdl  with 
negative  findings.  A baby  who  was  a contact  of  paratyphoid  fever  proved  to 
be  negative  on  test,  /jiother  baby  v;ho  contracted  a salmonella  infection 
whilst  in  hospital  was  still  under  observation  at  the  end  of  tlie  yea.r.

County  Council  Social  Services. 


The  Areu  Director  of  SocIeI  Services  opereting  from  The  Family  Vvelfare 
Centre,  Pomeroy  House,  Bridgetown,  Totnes,  Tclophon  jzTotnes  3^65^  is 
responsible  for  providing  a Social  Work  Service  under  the  Childrrin’s  Acts, 
The  Mcntrl  Health  Act,  1959>  and  the  National  Assistcnce  /cts,  to  the 
elderly,  the  mentdly  ill,  tlie  physically  handicapped  and  homeless  persons 
and  families.  The  Social  Services  Department  also  administers  the  ^ome 
Help  Service,  tlie  Social  V/ork  Service  to  Schools,  the  Occupational  Therapy 
Services  rnd  Residential  nomes  and  Goitres. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

The  Dartaouth  and  ^ingswear  Hospital  (23  beds^  is  administeroc^  by  the 
Torquay  Hospital  Management  Committee.  Patients  from  Dartmouth  also  att'jnd 
the  Torbay  Hospital,  Torquay,  -which  is  the  principal  general  hospital  for 
tlie  area.  Chronic  sick  can  receive  treatment  at  Broombo rough  Hospital, 
Totnes,  and  at  Hfjv/ton  Abbot  Hospital. 

All  the  above  beds  are  managed,  by  the  Torquay  Hospital  Msnagement 
Committee  witliin  ‘the  South-Western  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

GENER/iL  PRACTITIONER  MEDICAL  i-iND  DENT/L  SERVICES. 

There  are  4 General  Medical  Practitioners  and  2 Dentists  at  Dartmouth. 

There  is  also  a school  dental  clinic  at  the  Welfare  Clinic,  1,  Mayor's 
Avenu  e,  Dar tmou  th . 

OTHER  SERVICES. 


A rest  room  for  elderly  people  functions  at  Mrrket  Street.  It  is 
comfortably  furnished  and  light  refreshments  may  be  obtained.  Meals-on- 
wheels  are  distributed  by  W.R. V.S.  volunteers  and  deliverfsd  twice  weekly. 

A Family  Planning  Clinic  is  held  at  the  main  Welfare  Centre  on  the 
first  Wednesday  evening  of  each  month  commencing  at  6.5^  p.m.,  and  on  the 
third  Tuesday  of  each  month,  2 p.m.  to  4 p.m.  No  appointment  is  necessary. 

Blood  Transfusion  Donor  Sessions  at  Dartmouth  are  periodically 
arranged  by  the  S.W. Blood  Transfusion  Service. 

The  Council  owns  a disinfector.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


PUBLIC  Sources  of  Supply. 

Drinlcing  water  is  supplied  by  the  South  West  Devon  Water  Board  from 
their  moorland  supplies  on  Dartmoor  cud  the  Norton  Reservoir  at  Dartmouth. 

South  West  Devon  Water  Board. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  private  supplies  mentioned  below  the  Board 
supplies  water  to  the  whole  of  the  Town.  The  ^oard  regularly  takes  samples 
of  water  for  bacteriologiccJL  examination . 

Wo  appreciate  very  much  the  way  the  Board  have  co-operated  during  the 
year  and  their  prompt  response  to  calls  made  upon  them  vhen  urgent  repairs 
have  been  required  to  water  mains.  The  water  supplied  to  the  Borough  is 
not  plumbo- solvent. 

PRIVATE  Sources  of  Supply. 

At  tlie  end  of  the  year  there  were  only  seven  properties  remaining  on 
private  supplies,  either  from  wells  or  springs.  Most  of  these  are  too  remote 
from  a main  piped  supply  to  bo  connected. 

Four  samples  were  tciceai  from  private  supplies  and  2 sliowed  evidence  of 
bacteriological  contamination.  Consumers  were  advised  to  boil  the  water  for  human 
consumption  whai  contamination  was  confirmed. 

Numerous  water  samples  were  taken  from  the  three  swimming  pools  in  the 
Town.  Slight  contrjiination  was  found  on  twa  occasions  during  the  hot  weather 
and  it  was  necessary  to  increase  the  chlorine  dosage  to  obtain  satisfactory 
samples.  A new  treatment  plant  i^to  be  installed  at  the  private  pool  in  the 
new  year. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


There  r.ro  9 main  sewer  outfalls  belonging  to  the  Council  and  these 
discharge  into  the  tidal  waters  of  the  Estuary  of  the  River  Dart. 

Pollution  of  the  River  Dart  continued  to  give  concern  during  tlie  year. 

The  main  trouble  was  due  to  tlie  bioken  sewer  outfalls  and  tlie  dischr.rge  of 
o tilers  too  near  tlie  Embanlcment.  Contamination  of  the  shore  and  public  steps 
was  pa.rticularly  bad  at  low  water.  The  Council  are  now  going  ahec.d  witli  a 
major  sewage  scheme  and  treatment  plant,  which  vhen  completed  vail  practically 
eliminate  pollution  of  the  River  Dart  as  far  as  the  Borough  is  concemed. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


Tipping  WP.S  continued  at  ^^olescombe,  some  thirteen  miles  distant  in 
the  Kingsbridge  R.D.C.  area.  The  cost  of  controlling  the  tip  is  shared 
with  Kingsbridge  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  and  Sal  combe  U.D.C.  Household 
refuse  continues  to  be  collected  Kcekly, 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly,  free  of  charge.  Any  special 
collections  are  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  one  shilling  per  bin;  this 
applied  particularly  to  some  food  premises  in  the  summer  months  idierc  twice 
weekly  collection  was  found  to  be  insufficient. 

Each  year  the  weekly  total  of  refuse  increases  vdth  the  increased 
number  of  houses  and  business  premises,  and  infDux  of  summer  visitors. 

The  time  is  not  far  distant  when  space  for  crude  tipping  will  be  e^diausted. 
and  an  alternative  will  have  to  be  found.  The  cost  of  disposal  increases 
yearly  largely  on  account  of  the  long  haulage  to  the  tipping  site. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

Use  of  the  steam  disinfector  was  discontinued  with  steam  but  was  kept 
as  a standby  for  dry  disinfection. 

Feral  cats,  flies,  ants,  and  wasps  were  dealt  with  at  11  premises. 

Caravan  Sites. 

The  one  caravan  site  in  the  Borough  was  totally  converted  to  a chalet 

site. 


The  annual  survey  of  the  whole  site,  made  in  August,  revealed  that 
there  were  two  hundred  and  thirty  one  chalets  occupied  by  people  on  holiday. 
The  swimming  pool  was  well  patronised,  and,  except  for  two  occasions,  samples 
of  wa.ter  from  it  were  satisfactory. 

Roadside  Camping. 

There  were  no  cases  of  roadside  camping  found  during  the  year.  There 
appears  to  be  a shortage  of  suitable  licensed  sites  in  tiie  area  for  touring 
caravans,  and  efforts  were  made  to  find  a site,  but  without  success.

A lot  of  work  in  connection  with  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  has  been 
carried  cut  during  the  year  at  properties  so  far  dealt  with. 

Holiday  Cottages. 

Tho  holida.y  cottages  at  Compass  Cove  were  all  inspected  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  season  and  were  found  very  satisfactory. 

Every  year  more  town  houses  are  converted  for  holiday  use  only  and  rented 
as  furnished  accommodation  at  very  enhanced  rents.

25  were  completed  and  grants  paid  in 
connection  therewith  oraounted  to  £7/09-  One  application  for  the  compulsory 
improvanent  of  a house  was  made  by  a tenant  during  the  year. 

Council  Houses. 


77  applicants  for  Council  houses  were  visited  in  connection  with  their 
existing  accommodation,  and  their  neejd  for  rehousing.  Reports  on  each  were 
sent  to  the  housing  Officer,  and  repairs  necessary  were  bought  to  the  notice 
of  the  landlord.  The  principal  need  for  rehousing  is  no  longer  on  account  of 
bad  conditions,  but  rather  for  economic  reasons  or  for  grovdng  families 
needing  more  bedroom  space. 

74  visits  were  made  to  Council  houses;  the  majority  were  very 
well  maintained  by  the  tenants.  Defects,  where  found,  were  referred  to  the 
Borough  Engineer  for  remedial  action.

MILK  & DAIRIES. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  4 registered  dairies  in  the  Town.  There  are  also  7 retail 
shops  licensed  to  sell  bottled  milk.  One  farm  is  registered  for  the 
sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  farm  bottled  milk.  The  rcinaining  farmers 
despatch  all  milk  produced  tc-  a central  pasteurising  plant,  fill  the 
milk  supplied  to  schools  was  pasteurised. 

Milk  Samples. 

15  samples  of  milk  were  soit  to  tlie  laboratory  for  the  methylene  blue 
and  brucellosis  tests.  All  the  samples  passed  the  tests. 

6 samples  of  cream  were  taken.  All  but  one  passed  the  methylene 
blue  test.  The  one  failure  was  investigated  at  the  originating  dairy.
